• Saturday’s match is the 59th all-time, regular-season meeting between the New England 
Revolution and D.C. United, the Revs’ most-faced opponent in club history ... this will be the 
66th overall meeting between the two clubs, who have played four MLS Cup Playoff matches 
and three U.S. Open contests 

• D.C. leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs, 27-23-8 ... the Revs are 
8-17-4 at D.C., but have won two of the last three meetings at RFK Stadium 

• Saturday’s game will conclude the regular-season series between the two teams ... D.C. United 
is already 2-0 against the Revs this season, defeating New England, 2-1, at Gillette Stadium on 
April 14, and 3-2, when the teams last played on May 26, at RFK Stadium 

• New England’s loss against D.C. United on April 14 snapped the Revs’ six-game unbeaten 
streak (5-0-1) against United since the start of the 2009 season ... last season, the Revs won 
their home opener, 2-1, on March 26, and later picked up their first road victory of the season, a 
1-0 win at D.C., on July 20 

• The Revs’ 2011 series win marked the first time either team won three consecutive season 
series ... United won the season series in back-to-back seasons in 1997-08 and 2003-04, while 
the Revs picked up their first consecutive season series wins in 2009 and 2010, before winning 
the season series again last year 

• Eight of the last 10 meetings - including the last five matches - have resulted in one-goal games 
... the teams have played to just one draw in that stretch - a 1 -1 finish on April 17,2009 - while 
the Revs’ 2-0 win on April 3, 2010, was the largest advantage for either team during that stretch 

• The teams have met in three postseason series, with D.C. holding a 2-1-1 edge in those 
matches ... however, the Revs defeated United, 1-0, in the most recent playoff meeting on Nov. 

5, 2006, to win the Eastern Conference Championship at RFK Stadium and earn a berth in the 
MLS Cup 2006 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST D.C. UNITED 

• Saer Sene has one goal and one assist in two career appearances against D.C. United ... Sene 
scored when the teams last met on May 26 at RFK Stadium and recorded his first career assist 
on Jose Moreno’s goal in the April 14 meeting at Gillette Stadium 

• A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy are the only other current Revolution players to score a goal 
against United ... Soares recorded his second career goal on a header on May 26, 2012 at RFK 
Stadium ... McCarthy scored the lone goal - his first career game-winning goal - last season 

in the Revs’ 1-0 win at RFK Stadium on July 20, which snapped the team’s nine-game winless 
streak 

• Chris Tierney has four assists in eight career appearances against United ... Tierney has also 
recorded the game-winning assist in three of the last six meetings against D.C.... last season, 
Tierney assisted Stephen McCarthy in the game's only goal on July 20, and picked up game¬ 
winning assists in both meetings with D.C. in 2010 ... additionally, Tierney earned an assist in 
the 3-2 loss earlier this season on May 26 

• Lee Nguyen has recorded one assist in two appearances against D.C. ... Nguyen assisted Jose 
Moreno's goal on April 14, at Gillette Stadium 

• Matt Reis is the Revs’ all-time leader in games played in goal (25) against United... Reis has a 
8-11-6 record with the Revs against D.C., with four shutouts and a 1.54 goals against average 

• Clyde Simms made his first career appearance against his former club on April 14 at Gillette 
Stadium ... Simms made 182 appearances - including 147 starts - in seven seasons with D.C. 
United, from 2005-2011 ... the Revs selected Simms in Stage 2 of the 2011 Re-Entry Process ... 
Simms missed the last meeting with left ankle tendonitis 

• Blake Brettschneider made his first appearance against his former club on May 26 at RFK Sta¬ 
dium ... Brettschneider made 15 appearances in his rookie season with United in 2011, scoring 
one goal and recording two assists ... the Revs signed Brettschneider on March 6,2012 

LAST MEETING 

New England 2 at D.C. United 3 

May 26,2012 - RFK Stadium (Washington, D.C.) 

Saer Sene and A.J. Soares scored two minutes apart early in the second half to briefly put the New 
England Revolution on level terms, but substitute Maicon Santos responded for D.C. United with 
the game-winning goal in the 61st minute as the Revs suffered a 3-2 loss at RFK Stadium. Brandon 
McDonald and Dejan Jakovic converted a pair of set-piece goals to give United a 2-0 halftime lead, 
but Sene and Soares struck in the 48th and 50th minutes as the Revs evened the score in short order. 

It took D.C. just 11 minutes to respond, however, as Santos scored four minutes after coming off the 
bench to secure all three points.

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


WATCH PARTY SATURDAY IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 

The Revs travel to D.C. on Saturday, but fans in New Hampshire and Northern Massachusetts 
can catch the action back in New England ... beginning at 7 p.m. at Ri Ra in Portsmouth, 

N.H., fans can join a non-traveling Revolution player and the Rev Girls for drinks, food and fun 
while watching the game on Comcast SportsNet... for more information - including a list of all 
the Revolution partner bars - visit revolutionsoccer.net 

EASTERN CONFERENCE RIVALS PLAY TIGHT CONTESTS 

D.C. United is the Revs' most-faced opponent in club history, as the two teams have met 58 
previous times in the regular season ... the familiarity has led to closely-contested contests 
recently ... eight of the last 10 meetings - including the last five - have been one-goal 
contests ... the teams have played to a single draw in that stretch - a 1-1 finish on April 17, 
2009 - while the Revs' 2-0 win on April 3, 2010, was the largest advantage for either team 
during that stretch. 

ROAD TESTS IN FINAL SIX PACK OF GAMES 

Saturday's game in D.C. kicks off the Revs' final six-game stretch of the regular-season and 
the Revs will be on the road the majority of the time ... four of the team's final six games will 
be played away from Foxborough, all against Eastern Conference opponents ... the Revs are 
1-10-2 overall on the road this season and are winless (0-7-2) on the road against the East... 
the Revs’ last conference road win on came against this weekend’s opponent - a 1-0 win at 
D.C. United-on July 20,2011. 

REVS TO DEFEND MODEST UNBEATEN STREAK 

Last Wednesday's 2-0 win against Columbus snapped the Revs’ 10-game winless streak (0-7- 
3) that dated back to July 14 against Toronto and simultaneously turned the team's run into a 
three-game unbeaten streak ... following a pair of draws against Chivas USA (3-3) on August 
29 and Philadelphia (0-0) on September 1, the win pushed the team’s current unbeaten run to 
three games (1-0-2)... the Revs’ longest unbeaten streak this season was five games, when 
the team went 2-0-3 from June 2 to July 8. 

OWN GOALS RECEIVED ALWAYS WELCOMED 

Last Wednesday, the Revs got scoring assistance from Columbus' Chad Marshall when he 
scored an own goal for the Revs ... the own goal was the Revs’ second own goal received in 
three games as Chivas USA’s Rauwshan McKenzie scored an own goal for New England on 
August 29 ... with two own goals received this season, the Revs are tied with Portland and 
Salt Lake for the league lead. 

A DOZEN MULTIPLE-GOAL GAMES IN 2012 

Wednesday's two-goal performance against Columbus was the Revs 12th multiple-goal game 
this season ... it was the team’s third multiple-goal game in four matches, which - coincidently, 
began with a 4-3 loss at Columbus on August 25 ... the Revs now have 12 multiple-goal 
games this year, the team's highest season total since 2008 (13 multi-goal games in the 30- 
game schedule). 

IMBONGO JOINS GANG OF 14 

When Dimitry Imbongo scored his first career goal last Wednesday in the team’s win over 
Columbus, he became the 14th Revolution player to score a goal this season ... eight of the 
14 goal-scorers - including Imbongo - are new to the Revs this season. 

TOJA TRAINS 

Juan Toja officially joined the Revolution on Monday morning, making his first appearance at 
training after arriving in the U.S. on Sunday ... Toja was acquired by the Revs on August 27 
through the MLS Allocation Process and will count as an international player on the team's 
roster... the two-time MLS All-Star most recently played with Greece’s Aris Thessaloniki, and 
has both UEFA Champions League and UEFA Europa League experience. 

TIERNEY’S CENTURY MARK 

Chris Tierney came on as a substitute on Sept. 5 against Columbus and made his 100th 
career appearance ... Tierney became the 18th player in club history to record 100 appear¬ 
ances for the Revolution ... the Wellesley Mass., native is only player from the 2008 MLS 
Supplemental Draft currently playing in the league. 

TIERNEY COULD TURN A CORNER ON SATURDAY 

Chris Tierney enters Saturday’s match one corner kick shy of moving up the club’s corner-kick 
chart again ... with 157 career corner kicks, Tierney’s next corner kick will move him into tie 
with Imad Baba (158) for fourth place on the club's all-time list... Tierney entered the season 
seventh on the list with 101 corner kicks and passed Alberto Naveda (108) and Andy Dorman 
(119) earlier this season ... should he pass Baba this weekend, Tierney's next task in sight 
would be passing Joe-Max Moore (209) for third place. 


REIS KEEPS SHUTTING THE DOOR 

Matt Reis recorded his sixth shutout of the season on Sept. 5 against Columbus ... 2012 
marks his first season with six shutouts since 2009, when he recorded eight... Reis' shutout 
last week was his 70th career shutout and his 61 st shutout as a member of the Revolution 
... with 70 shutouts in 280 appearances, Reis is ranked fifth on the all-time list for shutouts 
behind Kevin Hartman, who has 111. 

BACK-TO-BACK CLEAN SHEETS FOR REIS 

Matt Reis has posted shutouts in consecutive games ... Reis shut out Philadelphia (0-0) on 
Sept. 1 before leading the Revs to a 2-0 win over Columbus on Sept. 5 ... the 37-year old has 
recorded back-to-back shutouts twice this season ... Reis also shut out Chicago (2-0) on June 
2 and Columbus (0-0) on June 16. 

REIS’ NEXT MINUTES MILESTONE 

Revs’ goalkeeper Matt Reis has another career milestone on the horizon and could move 
up on the league’s goalkeeper charts on Saturday ... with 24,851 career minutes, Reis is 85 
minutes shy of passing Zach Thornton (24,935) for fourth place on the all-time list... on May 
5 at Salt Lake, Reis became the third Revolution player - and first Revolution goalkeeper - to 
record 20,000 minutes for the club. 

OTHER REIS RECORDS IN REACH 

Should he play the next few games, Matt Reis is poised to make more moves up the MLS 
career goalkeeping charts, tying or jumping Zach Thornton in two other categories ... Reis, 
with 280 appearances, is two games away from moving into a tie for fourth place with Thorn¬ 
ton on the career appearances chart (282)... with 275 career starts, he also one game shy of 
Thornton's fourth-place mark (276) on the career starts list.

Revs goalkeeper Matt Reis will host the second-annual Matt Reis Charity Golf Challenge next 
Monday, Sept. 17 at Butternut Farm Golf Course (Stowe, Mass.)... the Matt Reis Charity 
Golf Challenge is a special event, overseen by Reis and his wife, Nicole, to raise money for 
several Boston-area charities ... foursomes - and new this year, fivesomes - will square off 
in a non-traditional tournament including special features on select holes and giveaways from 
tournament sponsors ... golfing and volunteer spots are still available ... to sign up, donate 
directly or get more information, visit mattreisgolf4charity.com. 

MATT REIS: MINUTES MAN 

Of the 27 Revs players who have appeared in a game this season, only Matt Reis has played 
at least 90 percent of the minutes ... Matt Reis has played every minute of the 26 matches 
he's started this year... just behind Reis is Chris Tierney with 26 appearances -- including 25 
starts - and Lee Nguyen, the only New England player who has appeared in every game this 
year... after Nguyen, the next closest Revolution player is A.J. Soares (2190-of-2520 minutes, 
86.9 percent), who has been out of the lineup the last two matches.

SENE WENT OUT AS A TOP-FIVE SCORER... 

With his two goals in his final game of the season on August 29 against Chivas USA, Saer 
Sene re-entered the league’s top-five in goal scoring this season ... at the time of his ACL 
injury, Sene’s 11 goals were tied four fourth with six other players, and seven goals behind 
league-leader Chris Wondolowski (18 goals)... in addition to his team-leading 11 goals, Sene 
is tied for second (with Kelyn Rowe) on the Revs in assists with three in 25 appearances. 

...AND FANS ARE BUYING INTO THE FRENCHMAN 

MLS announced on Tuesday that Saer Sene is among the top 25 selling adidas MLS player 
jerseys on MLSgear.com / MLSgearCanada.ca / MLS club websites ... Sene, who wears the 
39 shirt for the Revs, comes in at #24 on the list... the full list is available at MLSsoccer.com. 

OTHER GOAL-SCORERS CALLED UPON 

At the time of his injury, Saer Sene accounted for exactly one third (11-of-33 goals) of the 
Revolution’s goal-scoring this season ... with Sene out the remainder of the year, other Revs 
will be called upon to account for Sene’s absence in the scoring column ... Lee Nguyen is 
second on the team with five goals ... after Nguyen, there is a five-way tie for third as Jerry 
Bengtson, Blake Brettschneider, Fernando Cardenas, Kelyn Rowe and Chris Tierney each 
have two goals apiece this year. 

COMPETING FOR A SPOT UP TOP 

With Saer Sene out for the remainder of the season the Revs’ forwards will be competing for 
starting spots up top ... Diego Fagundez (one goal, one assist) has made two consecutive 
starts at forward, while Dimitry Imbongo scored the game-winning goal in his fourth appear¬ 
ance of the season last Wednesday against Columbus ... Blake Brettschneider has scored two 
goals and one assist in 16 appearances at forward ... Ryan Guy (four starts at forward) and 
Fernando Cardendas (one start at forward) have also seen time up top this year. 

REVS SHOWED FIGHT TO SNAP WINLESS STREAK 

On Sept. 5 against Columbus, the Revs snapped a 10-game winless streak (0-7-3) that dated 
back to July 14 ... said Heaps postgame, following the team's win, “we just kept fighting and 
fighting and fighting. And that’s what we just preached throughout the year."... Heaps contin¬ 
ued, “I think there wasn’t much more than a lot of guys played with a lot of heart and knowing 
it’s not easy to go out there on the run we’ve been on and the lucky that hasn’t gone our way. I 
was really happy for the way the guys showed up tonight.” 

WEEKEND MATCHES TO ROUND OUT THE SEASON 

After back-to-back midweek matches against Chivas USA (Aug. 29) and Columbus (Sept. 5), 
the Revs will play weekend matches from here on out... the team will play its remaining six 
games on Saturdays to finish the season ... in the last two seasons combined, the Revs have 
earned a result in seven of their last eight midweek matches, going 3-1-4 ... the team is 4-10-6 
in 2012 on Saturdays. 

ALSTON’S RIGHT TWICE ON THE LEFT 

Kevin Alston has started the last two matches at left back after becoming a familiar face at 
right back for the last four years ... with Chris Tierney resting on Sept. 1 for precautionary 
measures (muscle tightness) and then serving as a substitute at left midfield on Sept. 5, Alston 
made consecutive starts at left back ... although he played left back in college at Indiana, 
Alston’s start against Philadelphia on Sept. 1 was his professional debut at left back ... Alston’s 
first 104 appearances for the Revs - all starts - came at right back. 

BACKLINE BOUNCING AROUND IN LAST TWO 

After the Revs’ customary backline of Chris Tierney (left back), A.J. Soares (center back), Ste¬ 
phen McCarthy (center back) and Kevin Alston (right back) played the majority of the season 
together, Jay Heaps’ backline in the last two games has seen a significant shake up ...on Sept. 
1 against Philadelphia, Tierney (muscle tightness) and Soares (whiplash) sat out, while Alston 
moved over to left back to cover for Tierney ... inserted into the lineup were Darrius Barnes 
(center back) and Flo Lechner (right back), while McCarthy was the only defender in his usual 
position ... the exact same backline lineup was used on Sept. 5 against Columbus as the 
defense led the Revs to a second straight clean sheet. 

BACKLINE SHIFTERS 

So far this season, a total of seven players have started on the backline and 10 players have 
spent time in the back in total during regular-season action: Kevin Alston* (RB, LB), Darrius 
Barnes* (CB, LB), Ryan Guy (RB), A.J. Soares* (CB, LB), Stephen McCarthy* (CB), Chris 
Tierney* (LB), Tyler Polak (LB), Flo Lechner* (RB), John Lozano* (CB) and Shalrie Joseph*

center back, while three players have played right back as the team has run out a four-man

TIERNEY: “UNDERRATED” PER MLS PEER 

Sports lllustrated’s online edition (Sl.com) posted former MLS forward Alecko Eskandarian's 
list of the league’s top 10 most underrated players, a list of - “lunch-pail guys who don’t neces¬ 
sarily get the stats or glory, but are vital to their team’s success" including the Revs’ Chris Tier¬ 
ney ... said Eskandarian: “Tierney is a local Massachusetts product who has made the most 


out of getting the opportunity to play for his hometown team. An extremely versatile left-footed 
player, he has willingly done whatever the team has asked him to do since being selected by 
the Revs in the 2008 Supplemental Draft. Tierney has played every position on the field aside 
from forward and goalkeeper, and has emerged as a leader in a locker room that has needed 
to replace the likes of Steve Ralston, Taylor Twellman, and now Shalrie Joseph. He has 
started 24 games this year, recording two goals and four assists, and his left-footed dead-ball 
service is second only to Brad Davis.” 

FEAST OR FAMINE FOR REVS SCORERS 

The Revs’ scoring this season has been feast or famine: the team has either been shut out 
or scored multiple goals in 22 of its 28 matches this year - held to a lone goal just six times 
(three in the last 10 games)... the team has been shut out 10 times, a mark which is tied for 
second with Chivas in MLS behind league-leader Portland (11)... however, the Revs are tied 
for sixth in MLS in multiple-goal games with 12, as San Jose leads with 15 ... the club is also 
tied for seventh in MLS in three-plus goal games with four as San Jose leads the league with 
nine. 

SHUTOUT MARK IN JEOPARDY 

The Revs returned to scoring ways with a 2-0 victory against Columbus on Sept. 5 following 
an attacking shutout against Philadelphia on Sept. 1 ... with 10 shutouts already this season, 
the Revs are in danger of matching - or setting - a new club record for shutouts ... the team 
was shut out a record 11 in 2010 ... in 2011, the Revs were shutout 10 times ... in total, the 
Revs have been shut out 10 or more times five different seasons in the club’s history: 1998 
(10), 1999 (10), 2010 (11), 2011 (10) and 2012 (10). 

HALF A SEASON OF ONE, AND 11 GAMES OF ANOTHER 

While the Revolution has become a more pass- and attack-oriented team with play fbwing 
through the outside backs and into the midfield this season, the last 11 games (as the team 
has gone 1-7-3) have differed from the team's first-half season performance.
